Washington, July 10 — A blllUm 
buihela Increase over last year's pro- 
duction In the principal food crops, la 
tba raaponse American farmers have 
mada to President Wilaon'a mid-April 
appeal, saying upon tbem "raata the 
fate of the war and the fate of na- 
tions." 

The extent of the farmers' response 
waa disclosed today when a produc- 
tion of (.OtSiOOO buahehi of principal 
food oropa waa forecast in the^ De- 
partment of Agriculture's July erdp 
report It shows this year's corn crop 



will bo the largest la history and that 
four, and possibly Ave, other crops 
win make new high records. 

The oom onv, which for tho flrat 
time will oxceed 8,000,000,000 bush- 
els, shows an Increase of 641,000,000 
bushi^lH ovt'i' last year with a total of 
S,124,OUO,OOU bushels. The acreage Is 
fourtaon par oont largtr than last 
year. 

The combined wintar and apring 
wheat crop will ba 18,000)000 bushala 
more than last XMr'a, with a total of 
078,000,000 bushela. 

Barley, with proapacta ot the third 
largest crop aver grown,' will ezoead 
last year's' production by 88,000,000 
bushels, with an output of 214,000,00 
bushclH. 

White potato production, on a 22-2 
per cent increase in acreage, will be a 
record crop with 462,000,000 bushels or 
1117,000,000 budiela taora ' than laat 
jrear, not taking into account the home 
garden production, which tbla year la 
estimated to be much larger than aror 
before. 

Rye, anothe^ record crop this year, 
will amount to 66,100,000 or 8,000,000 
buahala more than lut year. 

Sweet potatoes will register a new 
high total with 82,200,000 bushels or 
11,000 bushels more than last year. 

Production ot tobacco will break an 
other record with a crop ot 1,216,000, 
C$0 pounda. which la 64,000,000 pounds 
more than waa grown last year. ■

James Montgomery Phlster, one ot 
the best known dramatic critics in 
America, died laat night at his home, 
8611 Bdwaida road, Hyde F»rk, after 
long lUBwa. 
FalHng into a light alumbar ahortly 
5 o'clock in the avaalnff, he 
awoke in the dusk and called hia wife 
and children. Jovial and brave In the 
face ot death he talked with members 
of his family until he lApaad Into sleep 
that knew no end. , 

Bom in MayaTllla, Ky., in 1868, the 
son of Jacob 0. Phlster, wholeaale to- 
bacco merchant, he came to Cincin- 
nati when a boy. Here he was edu- 
cated In the public schools, being 
graduated from Woodward High 
School and oontlnuliig hia education at 
Yale Univeralty. 

Returning from college Mr. Phlster 
married Elizabeth Jane Armi l. He 
was the father of three chlldr«n-~\Vil- 
liam Phiater, with Cincinnati papers 
as a hnmorlat and cartooniat, died 11 
years ago. 

A daughter, Mrs. C. M. Wood, Uvea 
In Humboldt, Kan. Stewart I'hisior, a 
son, is a Cincinnati newapajicr man 
who assisted his father In his dramatic 
work. He Is a member of the Third 
Ohio nald Artillery. 

For more than 86 yeara, Montgom- 
ery Phlster waa engaged In newspa- 
per work. As a writer, cartoonist and 
dramatic critic, he was recognized by 
all. During leisure moments he em- 
braced as a bobby scenic painting. 

Identifying htmaellf with Murat Hal 
atead, editor and owner of the Com 
mercial Gasette, he aoon established 
himself as a dramatic critic of note 

Mr. Phlster waa recognized for his 
fairness, aeeiuMy and courage in hia 
critlclama. 

Sir Henry Irylng, B. H. Sothem and 
Julia Marlowe were among his warm- 
est friends. On his many tours 
through Europe he was t|M gneat of 
the noted actor, Irving. 

Montgomery Phiater wrote apeeial 
artlolea t(ff mapy tl^tricai and dra- li 
matio' m affa l a ea. not only in America 
but In Europe. He wrote many plays 
and brochures, among tho most not- 
able being a farce comedy, "A Soap 
Bubble", which scored a tremendous 
success several yeara ago. 

He wu a friend not only of thoae 
prominent on the stage, but of the 
most humble. Every doorkeeper, ev- 
ery stage hand knew him and respect- 
ed him. Letters from the most suc- 
cessful and thoae less fortunate were 
received hr him dally aeeUng advice 
on theatrical ventnrea. 

During the Spaniah-American War 
he served as war correapondent. 

His lovo for the theater caused him 
to study and specialize in his work. 
He was a Thirty-aacond Degree Mason, 
a life member ot K. C Harmony Lodge.
